Plano General was 
opened on March 3. It con­ 
tains about three acres of 
floor space (128,576 square 
feet) and plans have been 
made to expand in the future 
as needed.

regulations for new 
hospitals and the facilities 
have been designed to fur­ 
nish economy of operation 
from both an economic and a 
work load standpoint.

Daniels said some local

Ju stice 
Thomas Hutchinson, an old 
political enemy whom he 
detested. Otis spoke for four 
hours in 
“ a torrent 
of 
eloquence.” Arguing that the 
colonists as British subjects 
had certain fundam ental 
rights that no one could take 
away, he asserted that they 
had the right to be free from 
unreasonable searches and 
seizures. Otis was like ‘‘a 
flame of fire.” said John 
Adams. “Then and there, 
was the first scene of the 
first act of opposition to the 
arbitrary claims of Great 
Britain.” 
‘Against the Law’ 
True enough, such writs 
had been authorized by 
Parliament and had been 
issued by courts in America 
in recent years. But Otis 
declared that the writs were 
“against 
the fundamental 
principles of law,” and that a 
parliamentary law “ against 
the Constitution is void.” 
Therefore, he thundered, the 
statute legalizing writs of 
assistan ce 
was 
un­ 
constitutional. James Otis’s 
im p a s s io n e d 
a r g u m e n t 
carried no weight with Chief 
Justice Hutchinson, and the 
legality of the writs was 
upheld. 
The whole affair had 
grown out of the stricter 
enforcem ent 
of 
the 
navigation acts of 
Great 
Britain during the French 
and Indian War, 1754-1763. 
Before this conflict, illegal 
trade had flourished and 
sm uggling had gone on 
largely unnoticed. 


Profitable Business 
It 
had been 
almost 
a 
respectable 
business 
to 
bring foreign goods into a 
colonial port without paying 
the legal duty. And poorly 
paid customs officers had 
taken bribes and looked the 
other way when French 
molasses was brought into 
Boston or Newport duty free. 
The business of exchanging 
salt cod and other 
New 
England 
products 
for 
m olasses 
from 
foreign 
colonies in the West Indies 
had made a 
number of 
fortunes. 
But things changed during 
the French and Indian War 
While war itself interrupted 
trade at times, steps taken 
by the British caused more 
alarm. 
Evidence was discovered 
on all sides that illicit trade 
was hurting the British war 
effort. Still worse, colonial 
merchants, who put profits 
above 
patriotism , 
were 
found to be shipping food 
stuffs and other supplies to 
the enemy in direct violation 
of 
the 
law. 
British 
authorities could 
hardly 
fail to be angered. 
C rackdown Ordered 
Prime Minister William 
Pitt 
ordered 
a 
general 
crackdown 
on 
illegal 
commerce in August, 1760 
Particularly irritating was 
the outlawed trade with the 
French. 
which 
was 
prolonging the war and 
making it 
m ore costly. 
Colonial governors were 
ordered to do their utmost to 
enforce the law, particularly 
with 
referen ce 
to 
the 
smuggling of molasses. 
Busy with the difficult task 
of organizing a victory over 
the French in America, Pitt 


sent a circular letter to all 
colonial governors calling 
attention to the “ illegal and 
most 
pernicious T ra d e ” 
carried on by the Americans 
with the enemy, urging 
colonial officials to “ make 
the 
strictest 
and 
most 
diligent 
enquiry” and 
to 
“take every step, authorized 
by law. to bring all such 
heinous offenders 
to 
the 
most exemplary and condign 
punishment.” 
Attempts to Comply 


In most cases, governors 
tried to comply. And colonial 
assemblies (in more or less 
token fashion) did express 
their abhorrence of illicit 
trade. It fell to the customs 
officials, however, to deal 
with the situation directly, 
and these officers now set 
about their business more 
actively. 


They paid informers (who 
got part of forfeited goods) 
to help them find smugglers; 
and armed with writs of 
assistance they began 
to 
seize illegal cargoes. One 
shipment alone that 
they 
seized 
in 
Boston 
was 
estimated to be worth 10,000 
British pounds 
It was this background 
that had set the stage fcr the 
Boston 
m e rc h a n ts’ 
suit 
against the hated writs. 
Economic losses and the 
interruption of profitable 
smuggling (however un­ 
patriotic) 
could 
not 
be 
swallowed 
without 
a 
struggle. The merchants lost 
their case but the fury of 
Otis’s arguments aroused 
tempers and made it im­ 
possible for the customs 
officials to use writs of 
a s s is ta n c e 
e ffe c tiv e ly 
thereafter in Massachusetts. 


Prolific Writer 
In years that followed, Otis 
wrote a numbec of pam­ 
phlets denouncing 
British 
policies, and he also con­ 
demned royal officials in the 
newspapers. Typical of his 
intemperate language was a 
long 
harangue 
against 
Governor Francis Bernard 
that appeared in the Boston 
Gazette in February, 1767. 
Writing 
as 
“ Freeborn 
American,” he warned his 
readers of “such an enemy 
in your bowels...who is in­ 
clined to foster a viper in 
your bosoms. Let no one be 
trusted, who is not a lover of 
liberty, 
without 
licen­ 
tiousness, both in word and 
practice, who is not 
an 
avowed enemy to tyranny 
and usurpation, and a sin­ 
cere friend to this govern­ 
ment.” 
James Otis got carried 
away with his rhetoric at 
times, and perhaps his 
points of law were not 
always clear, but he did stir 
up patriotic 
resentm ent 
toward british policy. He 
was one of the midwives of 
independence.

But, then it 
doesn’t m atter which way 
one is looking, because in 
such a situation, the person 
is already where they tend 
to be. When this happens in a 
religion, then that religion 
develops a vested interest in 
the status quo.

pressions may have been 
satisfactory in the past, 
when one’s life time saw 
very little change, and when 
the grandchild could grow up 
in a work that was familiar 
to his grandfather. But that 
is no longer the case. 
We live in a fast changing 
world. Our change is seen in 
our technology and social 
customs, but the change 
springs from rapidly in­ 
creased information surging 
forth like water from an 
artesian well. 
We cannot hide from this 
information, we cannot turn 
the clocks back, we cannot 
erase the present that is 
continually different, but we 
can survive and we can be as 
happy as any before us in 
time. 
As human beings we want 
a religion which will be the 
foundation of our beings. We 
want a religion which will 
give us a shelter in the time 
of storm, a rock that is 
greater than we are, a solid 


foundation where we can 
know who and what we are. 
Such systems have been 
built in the past, and sur­ 
vived several millenniums, 
only to crumble before the 
onslaught of new knowledge 
like sand castles before a sea 
wave. 
Now, our world changes so 
rapidly that the only ab­ 
solute is relative, and only 
the relative is absolute. But 
this new absoluteness rests 
on a powerful prem ise, 
which is there is something 
deep inside us that remains 
constant, allowing us to 
change with a changing 
world, like changing gar­ 
ments with the seasons. 
The creedless creed of 
U nitarianism is a creed 
itself. Our creed 
is not 
written on tablets of stone, or 
tied 
to 
a 
certain 
in­ 
terpretation of history. 
Our creed is a belief that 
truth never comes with 
finality, but like the life 
giving rains, is alw ays

open to the new data that 
continually confronts us.

What do you think life is all 
about? What do you think is 
the best way to live?

Don’t climb up on the roof 
to check it.

empty space has length,

portance. 
Paintings, 
for example, 
should be grouped on the 
wall

The proportions of these 
spaces will be determined by 
the size of the paintings in 
relation to the wall area to be 
filled.

The average wall should 
have at least four inches of 
m ineral 
wool, 
wood or 
fib erglass, or three-lay er 
alum inum foil insulation, 
she advised. 


“Five or six inches of 
flexible 
insulation 
in 
the 
ceiling provide sufficient 
protection against cold. But 
four-layer aluminum foil is 
better when sum m er cooling 
needs are greater. 


“ Unheated basements and 
crawl spaces should have at 
least two inches of insulation 
for efficient 
energy 
con­ 
sumption,” she pointed out. 


In 
reviewing 
home 
in­ 
sulation needs, also consider 
the amount of window space 
in the house. About 26 per­ 
cent of heat loss or gain 
occurs here. 


“ P ro tect window are a s 
during the sum m er months 
with 
outside 
m e a n s- 
overhangs, awnings or shade 


trees. Protective m easures 
inside the house offer little 
protection after the sun hits 
the windows.

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — My niece's little boy spilled half a 
bottle of mercurochrome on a gold-colored shag rug. She 
went to work on it immediately but was left with a pale 
pinkish circle that is very conspicuous. Is there any way to 
remove this stain? — EDNA. 


DEAR EDNA — Authorities tell us that mercurochrome 


stains should be handled by a professional cleaner but are 
more often than not impossible to remove. However, if she 
wants to keep trying, and with no assurance that it will 
work, she might use a solution of a teaspoon of a natural 
detergent and a teaspoon of white vinegar added to a quart 
of warm water. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY - The carpets in our dining room and kitchen 
had lots of spots and my husband had the bright idea of using a 
window glass cleaner on the carpets as well-known spot lifter had 
done no good. He sponged this on the spots and then rubbed it in 
wjth a brush and dried the areas with paper towels. Our carpets 
look like new and with no spots. (As always test first.) — MRS. 
E S . 
DEAR POLLY - One of my Pet Peeves is with the elastic in 
readymade garments. That in underwear and pajam as never 
lasts as long as the garments do. It seems the manufacturers 
could use a better quality. How would I put wide elastic in the 
waist of pajam as? — E.T.S. 


DEAR E.T.S. — Elastic too wide to slip through a casing at the 


waist of pajama pants is best stitched to the inside with the 
zigzag stitch on the sewing machine. Of course, the easiest way 
when making new pajamas and when replacing elastic is to run it 
through a casing. Face or hem back the top of the pajama pants 
leaving an opening for the elastic. Edge stitch on the top fold, in­ 
sert elastic and close opening. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY - We needed a long zipper for a quilt cover and 
did not have one on hand that was long enough. My daughter 
suggested using two zippers that added up to the required length. 
By placing the zippers so the openings faced each other this work­ 
ed just fine. — WILMA. 
DEAR POLLY — This winter I had a lot of trouble with the 
electricity in my hair brushes, especially my round styling brush. 
One day after washing these brushes I put them in warm water 
with half a cup of fabric softener, let them soak a bit and then 
rinsed them in clear water. This worked beautifully and there 
was no more static. — MARY LOU. 
DEAR POLLY - When cutting the heavy prickly skin off a 
fresh pineapple wear an oven mitt on the hand that holds the 
pineapple. Your hand will not get stuck or cut by these prickles.

DEAR POLLY — I like to wear beads and necklaces but always 
had so much trouble keeping them neat and untangled. I had a 
man’s cane so put two brackets on my bedroom wall and laid the 
cane across the brackets and fastened the two ends.
